Making a small room appear larg¬ 
er is a problem that many women 
have in their homes. There are a 
number of ways this result may be 
achieved. Suppose the room is a liv¬ 
ing room that not only is small but 
also has awkward long and narrow 
proportions. Shift the davenport to 
a narrow end. This will give the im¬ 
pression of pushing the walls back. 

Place an attractive mirror on the 
long side of the room so that its 
reflection makes the room seem 
wider. If it reflects on the opposite 
wall a picture with depth of per¬ 
spective, the eiToct is doubled. A mir¬ 
ror with a convex surface is excel¬ 
lent for seemingly enlarging a room. 

Use as little furniture as possible. 
Arrange it close to the walls, leav¬ 
ing the center of the room free. 
IT.ave few pictures on the walls. 
Create the illusion of space. 

Painting or papering the room in 
a light color makes it seem larger. 
Paper the long walls in a plain light 
color and the narrow walls in a light 
figure. The contrast makes the room 
seem wider. 

Clever use of lighting makes the 
I room appear larger at night. If the 
room has a ceiling fixture hanging 
! down into the room, replace it with 
j a simple indirect one fitting close 
I against the ceiling. Place a floor 
j or table lamp in a furniture group- 
ing at each corner of the room. This 
j draws attention to all parts of the 
room, accenting its size. Use large 
size bulbs to give an abundance of
